„Murder, the 15th of April, in the Thirty ſecond year of the Reign 
« of our Sovereign Lord Charles the Second, by parece God 
« King of Eaglend, Scotland; France and Ireland, Defender of the 
e Faith, &-c. with the ſaid Malefactors unknown, at the Pariſh of 
« St, Dunſtans in the Welt aforeſaid , in the County of Middleſex 
« aforeſaid; in and upon him the ſaid Jobn Arnold, then and there 
« heing in the peace of God and the King, voluntarily, and of his 
'< malice forethought, with force and Arms, that᷑ is to ſay, with

*make an Aſſault, and him the ſaid John Arnold did then and

« ties then and there unto him did — the great damage of the 
ce ſaid John Arnold, and againſt the Peace of our ſaid Lord the 
King, his Crown and Digaity. 


Aſter a full hearing of the Evidence on both fides , the Jury 
withdrew, and having debated together about half an hour,return- 
ed, and brought the Priſoner in Guilty. Which done, the Court 
Adjourned till the Saturday following, the 17th of July ; at which 
time the Court being fate, John Giles was brought to the Bar, to 

whom the Right Worſhipfol Sir George Jefferies , the Worthy Re- 
'corder of the City of London, delivered himſelf to this effect.

. the Priſoner at the Bar, you have been Indicted fot « very 
vile Offence, an Offence in its nature that deſerves a greater 
Puniſhment than the Law does in ſlidt upon any ſuch Offences ; There 
& a Jury has convilted you of this Crime, againſt whom , had you 
any Objection, you might have made your Challenge. And now you 
fand Convited here : It is only the Duty of the Court to pronounce 
that Judgment againſt you, which they think may be reaſonable. to 
infli pon ſuch an Offender. And I muſt nteds ſay, it was one of 
the. baſeſt and barbarows Adbions, that Mankinde conld poſſibly be 
guilty of 5 and it was an ation of ſo much filth and 5 #hat 
the Law could not foreſee any man would be guilty of; and there- 
fore hath not made proviſion ſor a Puniſhment proportionable to it. 
But inaſmuch as we underſtand | by Mr. Arnold's motion to the 
Right Honourable the Lord — have 4 charge of Children, ' 
therefore the Court takes ſome conſtderation : not that they think 10 
extend any Mercy to you for your own ſake, But Clemency they 
they think they are bound to have for thoſe that have not offended; 
but with regard too (a they ongbt to have a care) that ibiag of 
this nature be not only intended as a Puniſhment to the Offendor , 
but as a means to terrifie all other people from being guilty of ſuch 
extraordinary Villanies. And becauſe they will have a regard 0 
your poſterity, therefore they do not think fit to put ſo great a Fine 
wpor you as this Fault does deſerve But on the other ſide, they 
heve thonght fit you ſhould be made an Example, and that your 
own Corpſe ſhould have as great a Puniſhment as the Law will allow. 
And therefore in the name of the Court I do prononnce this to be 
your Sentence. 8 7
